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INTRODUCTION 

GENERAL INFORMATION 


All munlclpalltles, at both the dlstrict and local level, are required by national leglslation (Municipal Systems 
Act, No. 32 of 2000) to prepare Integrated Development Plans (IDPs) and revlew them annually. The above- 
mentioned legislation specifies that the IDP should reflect the communlty needs and the prlorltized actions to 
address these needs, l.e. the prlority to be implemented. 

The Munlcipal Systems Act (MSA) also prescribes that an extensive consultation process must be under- 
taken as part of the IDP process to obtain the inputs from communities in respect of their needs. Apart from 
specifying the needs of communities, the IDP should also specify a vision for the area, l.e. the deslred future 
state of the community and its surrounds and plans to achleve It.

FOREWORD 

MAYOR N.A. JIYANE 


I am required, in terms of the Legislation, which empowers local authorltles In South Afrlca, to present a 
foreword to each Annual Report issued by this Council. The Munlclpal Systems Act and the Municipal Flnanclal 
Management Act requlre Munlclpalltles to prepare an Annual Report each year, which contains: 

• The annual Financlal Statements of the Municipality. 

• An audited report and corrective actions where required; 

• An annual performance report, which assesses the performance of the Municipality against budget 
objectives with details of performance targets for the followlng year(s) and measures taken to improve 
performance; and other information. 

This Council has been fortunate In that we have produced such Annual Reports long before they 
became mandatory, which dates from this most recent financial year. 

DEVELOPMENT AGENCIES 

As Municlpallties are the development agents of the national government, thelr performance in implement- 
Ing development actions is also of great Interest on a national level, Munlclpalities being as they are at the 
cold face of new actions. By reporting on as many aspects as possible of development dynamics, national 
and provinclal levels of government can get valuable feedback on the ways in which development policy is 
implemented natlonwlde. To be fair, such a mayoral report is not an easy task in that the Council must take 
many factors in to consideration when allocating funds for the ultimate benefit of our community. 

This is exacerbated by the financial challenges posed to this new Municipality by its narrow tax base and the 
fact that it will take time to benefit substantially from the implementation of the Property Rates Act. There is also 
the reality of the consequences caused by the national government cutting back on our equitable share by a 
significant percentage of what we previously received. Nationwide there is a huge pressure on all municipali- 
ties to improve on service delivery. 

SOCIALACTIVITIES 

This means, among other things, that my Council must continue to provide infrastructural developmental 
services, but also be seen to be involved in supporting, and indeed funding, local social activities such as sport, 
women’s and youth days, cultural events and other commemorations, often attended by national dignitaries. 
Tough decisions have to be taken in this regard when allocating scarce funds. Smaller local authorities, of 
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which we are an excellent example, slmply do not have the resources to provide the services needed in al- 
leviating the huge backlogs In servlce delivery. Priorities need to be set in order that community aspirations be 
met. I further believe that the national government should be persuaded to provide the necessary funding for 
many social servlces over and above the funds provlded for ongolng Infrastructural additlons. The Municlpal 
Infrastructure Grant we recelved from the national government last year was below the flgure, whlch Council 
considered essential In order to sustaln Its developmental obllgations to the community while at the same tlme 
actlng as the State’s agent In provlding essential service delivery actions. 

Despite all this, I feel we performed well in the year under review. 

• Incorporation of new information and accommodating changing circumstances; 

• Comments received from the various role-players In the assessment of the last IDP revlew; 

• Areas requlring additional attentlon In terms of leglslatlve requirements not addressed 
during the previous years of the IDP Sector Plans; 

• Progress report on IDP Projects Implemented and revlew of prloritlsed projects; 

• Revlew of key Issues as Identlfied through the Public Participation process; 

• The update of the 5-year Financial Plan as well as the list of projects, inclusive of a 
3-year capital Investment framework. 

In undertaklng the revlew, Council ensured that the process was: 

• Implementation oriented 

• Strategic 

• Integrated 

• Partlcipatory 

The review process has been guided by a plan, which was adopted by Council, advertlsed for publlc comment, 
and submltted to the IDP Forum. 

EXTENSIVE CONSULTATION 

Extenslve public consultation was undertaken to inform the review. Meetings were held in all six Wards and the 
public participation was satisfactory. The objectives of the meetings included re-testing public opinion on what 
the communities felt they needed, as well as reporting to them on progress made with the implementation of 
their many requirements, which had been identified as developmental mandates. Voluminous lists of issues 
raised by the communities as well as of potential projects, which focussed on community needs, were drawn 
up and are available, if necessary. 

Topping the general list of needs were, not unexpectedly, issues relating to accessibility of water, electricity, 
sanitation, health issues and poverty alleviation, while creches, road signage, community gardens, transport 
and dipping tanks, to name a few, ran like constant silver threads through the discussions. 

The IDP Development Key issues have remained unchanged over the past 5 years of IDP processes; even 
though some issues have become less critical, some have become even more critical. 

An example of issues that have become less critical includes restructuring of Council’s organization- 
al Structure. An issue, which has been addressed to an extent, is that some of the vacant posts have 
advertised and subsequently filled. 

Another example, to the contrary, includes the vexed Land Reform situation. In terms of the Powers and Func- 
tions of the Municipality, the provision of basic services and infrastructure investment is distributed among 
service authorities, as per table on page 6

Whilst there is still a backlog of infrastructure and service provision, a number of infrastructure projects have 
been implemented despite the financial constraints. 

WATER 

This has been provided to areas that were previously without water, even though there are problems in some 
areas. The 1996 and 2001 Census figures indicated that a large number of households were dependant on 
natural water sources such as springs, rivers and streams. However, it is encouraging to see that between 
1996 and 2001, the number of households with piped water in a dwelling and piped water on a stand in- 
creased from 850 and 118 to 1724 and 2114 respectively. Since this period, the uThungulu District Municipality 
has provided basic water and has invested substantially in infrastructure. 

SANITATION 

In 2001, the number of households without any toilet facilities increased and this is related to the 
population increase. The numbers of households with flush toilets and pit latrines also increased. In 2003/04, 
the Municipality, like many parts of the province was struck by the cholera outbreak. In response to this and 
in line with relief programmes, a number of VIP toilets were built in areas that were identified as desperately 
in need. 

ELECTRICITY 

Eskom is continuing with its phased approach for providing electricity. Accessibility, topography, and the cost 
of providing electricity in sparsely populated communities has remained Eskom’s challenge in this area. 

ROADS 

The availability of financial and human resources has made the provislon and maintenance of community 
access roads slow while the maintenance of provincial roads is ongoing. 

REFUSE REMOVAL 

Refuse removal has not yet extended to cover areas outside Melmoth and Thubalethu. 
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TELECOMMUNICATIONS 

Telkom maintains a strict business approach to providing telecommunications but public telephones have 
been introduced at various public centres. 

CEMETERIES 

The Council has opened the new cemetery in Melmoth. Home burials are still very common in rural areas. 

HOUSING 

Provision of housing has been very slow due to the inability of the Department of Housing to approve 
applications. A housing plan has now been prepared and finalised. 

LOCAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT (LED) 

Council has identified a number of areas of local economic significance including: 

Mixed use areas (with emphasis on tourism and industry, and agriculture.) Whilst land use management issues 
have been dealt with through the LUMS, environmental management issues are still not fully addressed. An 
audit of environmental assets and liabilities, as well as an environmental management plan has been com- 
menced with. Use issues include Land Tenure with land disputes a high priority. This requires that the Depart- 
ment of Land Affairs speed up the pending Land Reform programmes. Council has observed that a number 
of smaller Poverty Alleviation projects have turned out unviable. Reasons include poor marketing, lack of 
skills and support, and lack of sufficient funding. These projects are also perceived to be targeted at the older 
generation. Council has considered a new approach whereby municipal-wide projects rather than Ward-Level 
projects will be funded and the nature of the projects would be such that they attract an interest from the youth. 
The development of agriculture in previously disadvantaged areas has not been fully exploited because of 
land tenure issues. The tourism sector is yet another example of an area which can be further examined and 
definitely developed in this Municipality. A Local Economic Development Plan detailing the issues referred to 
above has also been prepared for the Municipality. 

MUNICIPAL TRANSFORMATION 
AND INSTITUTIONAL DEVELOPMENT 

The restructuring of the Organisational Structure has been done for the Municipality and an Institutional 
Organogram prepared. Whilst a number of vacant posts have been advertised and filled, there is still a 
shortage of financial and human resources to efficiently deal with all the needs of the people of Mthonjaneni 
Municipality. Despite the financial constraints, Council has performed well in terms of delivering services. The 
Municipality requires additional support from central and provincial government in order to fulfil its mandate 
to deliver services. Even though the organisational restructuring process identified the need to introduce new 
posts for an IDP Manager, a PMS Manager, and an Internal Audit Manager these posts have not yet been 
filled. At present, the responsibility to prepare and implement the IDP rests with the Municipal Manager. The 
Director Corporate and Community Services has been tasked to champion this process. The Municipality has 
prepared a Performance Management System. 

FINANCIAL VIABILITYAND MANAGEMENT 

The vacant post of the Chief Financial Cfficer (CFC) has been filled and staffing in the finance 
department has been beefed up over the past few years. The report on progress on the implementation of 
these projects where the Municipality is responsible for the implementation is a clear indication that capital 
budgets are being spent on priority developments. 











GOOD GOVERNANCE AND 
COMMUNITY PARTICIPATION 

“Public participation is a process leading to a joint effort by stakeholders, technlcal specialists, the 
authorities and the proponents who work together to produce better decisions than if they had acted 
independently.” (Manyaka et al; 2002) The statement above Is further emphaslzed through varlous pieces of 
legislation such as the Constitution, 1996 and the Municipal System Act, 2000, whlch Instructs servlce delivery 
authorities to engage the public on issues of service delivery and development. The Mthonjanenl Municlpal 
Council has always upheld the vlew that publlc meetlngs should be at Ward level. Other stakeholder engage- 
ments occurred at a dlstrlct level durlng the district family IDP alignment meetings. 

STRATEGIC FRAMEWORK 

The Strategic Framework includes the Vislon for the Munlcipality. Council is satisfied with its present 
Strategic Framework however, as part of the strategic planning process, Council has revised its development 
Vislon.

“Mthonjaneni Municipality will strlve to promote local economlc development through Investments and 
establishment of partnerships, to provide a minimum level of quallty services to all resldents through 
establishment of proper communication channels, improved infrastructure and maintenance of its financial 
vlablllty”

Our Misslon is to promote a quality social economlc envlronment for all llvlng In our boundarles by 

• Provlding opportunities for all to asplre to a better future;

SPATIAL DEVELOPMENT 
FRAMEWORK (SDF) 

The original Spatlal Development Framework (SDF) was adopted by Council during July 2002 as part of the 
Mthonjaneni IDP process. 

The revlew of the SDF has been prompted by the followlng: 

• to accommodate more up to date informatlon, such as land use Informatlon 

• the need to provide guidelines on the management of development In the urban / rural interface 

• to incorporate the findings and recommendations of Sector Plans such as the Land Use 
Management System. 

The Prlorlty Projects Llst has been revlsed In accordance wlth fundlng allocatlons made avallable to the 
projects.

REPORT OF THE AUDITOR-GENERAL TO THE MUNICIPAL Council AND KWA-ZULU NATAL 
PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE ON THE FINANCIAL STATEWIENTS AND PERFORWIANCE INFORWIATION 
OF THE WITHONJANENI WIUNICIAPLITY FOR THE YEAR ENDED 30 JUNE 2007. 

REPORT ON THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

Introduction 

1 . I have audited the accompanying financial statements of the Mthonjaneni Municipality which comprise the 
balance sheet as at 30 June 2007, income and cash flow statements for the year then ended, and a 
summary of significant accounting policies and other explanatory notes, as set on pages 19-60. 

Responsibility of the accounting officer for the financiai statements 


2. The accounting officer is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements 
in accordance with the basis of accounting determined by the National Treasury, as set out in accounting 
policy note 1 to the financial statements and in the manner required by the Local Government: Municipal 
Finance Management Act, 2003 (Act No. 56 of 2003) (MFMA). This responsibility includes: 

• designing, implementing and maintaining internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation 
of financial statements that are free from material misstatement whether due to fraud or error 

• selecting and applying appropriate accounting policies 

• making accounting estimates that are reasonable in the circumstances. 

Responsibility of the Auditor-General 

3. As required by section 1 88 of the Constitution of the Republic of South Africa, 1 996 read with section 4 of 
the Public Audit Act , 2004 (Act No. 25 of 2004) (PAA) and section 126(3) of the MFMA my responsibility is to 
express an opinion on these financial statements based on my audit. 

4. I conducted my audit in accordance with the International Standards on Auditing. Those standards require 
that I comply with the ethical requirements and plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance 
whether the financial statements are free from material misstatement. 

5. An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the 
assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial statements, whether due to fraud or error. In 
making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and 
fair presentation of the financial statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal 
control. 

6. An audit also includes evaluating the: 

• appropriateness of accounting policies used 

• reasonableness of accounting estimates made by management 

• overall presentation of the financial statements. 
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7. Paragraph 11 et seq. of the Statement of Generally Recognlzed Accountlng Practice, GRAP 1 Presenta- 
tion of Financlal Statements requires that financial reportlng by entltles shall provlde Informatlon on whether 
resources were obtained and used in accordance with the legally adopted budget. As the budget reportlng 
standard is still In the process of belng developed. I have determlned that my audlt of any dlsclosures made 
by Mthonjanenl Municlpallty In thls respect will be llmlted to reporting on non-compliance with this disclosure 
requlrement. 

8. I belleved that the audlt evldence I have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a basis for my 
audit opinion. 

Basis of Accounting 

9. The Municipality’s policy is to prepare financial statements on the basls of accountlng determlned by the 
Natlonal Treasury as set out In accountlng pollcy note 1. 

Opinion 

10. In my opinlon the flnanclal statements present falrly, In all material respects, the financlal posltlon of the 
Mthonjaneni Municipality as at 30 June 2007 and its financial performance and cash flows for the year then 
ended, In accordance wlth the modlfled standards of GRAP, GAMAP and GAAP: the basls of accounting 
determined by the National Treasury, as set out In accountlng pollcy note 1 to the financlal statements and In 
the manner required by the MFMA. 

Emphasis of Matter 

Without qualifying my audit opinion, I draw attention to the following matters: 

Basis of accounting deviation 

11. As set out in accounting policy 1 the National Treasury approved a deviation from the basis of accounting 
applicable to the Munlcipality in terms of General Notice 552 of2007 issued in Government Gazette 30013 of 
29 June 2007. 

OTHER MATTERS 

I draw attention to the following matters that are ancillary to my responslblllties in the audit of the financial 
statements: 

Material corrections made to the financial statements submitted for auditing 

12. The flnancial statements, approved by the accountlng officer and submitted for auditing on 30 August 
2007, have been significantly revised in respect of the following misstatements identified during the audit: 

The fixed assets as per the Local Economlc Development ward project were recognlzed In the flnancial 
statements at a total cost of R1 841 477. However in the accordance with the South African Statement of 
Generally Accepted Accountlng Practice, lAS 16 expendlture should only be capltallzed to the extent of costs 
actually Incurred In respect of assets being R343 317, the total overstatement of flxed assets in the financial 
statements whlch were adjusted and amounted to R1 498 160. 

13. Internal Control 

Section 62(1 )(c)(i) of the MFMA states that the accounting officer must ensure that the municipality has and 
maintains effective, efficient and transparent systems of Financial and rlsk management and Internal control. 
The table below deplcts the root causes of the matters indicated as they relates to the five components of 
internal control.

18. In terms of the foregoing my engagement included performing procedures of an audit nature to obtain 
sufficient appropriate evidence about the performance information and related systems processes and pro- 
cedures. The procedures selected depend on the Auditors judgment. 

19. I believe that the evidence I have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a basis for the audit 
findings reported below. 

Audit Findings 

Non-compliance with regulatory requirements 

20. The Municipality did not submit a performance report as required by section 46 of the MSA. 

21. The Municipality did not develop key performance indicators and performance targets as required by sec- 
tion 41 of MSA.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The principal accounting policies adopted in the preparation of these Financial Statements are set out 
below and are consistent with those of the previous financial year. 

1. BASIS OF PRESENTATION 

The Annual Financial Statements have been prepared in accordance with Standards of Generally 
Accepted Accounting Practices (GRAP) and Standards of Generally Accepted Municipal Accounting 
Practices (GAMAP) prescribed by the Minister of Finance in terms of General Notice 991 and 992 of 
2005.

Accounting policies for material transactlons, events or conditlons not covered by the above GRAP and/ 
or GAMAP Standards have been developed In accordance wlth paragraphs 7, 11 and 12 of GRAP 3. 
These accountlng pollcles and the appllcable dlsclosures have been based on the South Afrlcan 
Statements of Generally Accepted Accountlng Practlces (SAGAAP) Includlng any Interpretatlons of such 
Statements issued by the Accounting Practices Board. 

The Minister of Finance, has, in terms of General Notlce 552 of 2007 exempted compliance with certain of the 
above mentioned standards and aspects or parts of these standards. Details of the exemptlons appllcable to 
the Munlcipality have been provided in the notes to the Annual Flnanclal Statements. 

A summary of the signlficant accounting policies, which have been consistently applied except where an 
Exemption has been granted, are disclosed below. 
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2. CONSOLIDATION 

The balance sheet includes the Rate and General Services, Trading Services and the different funds, reserves 
and provisions. All inter-departmental charges are set-off against each other, which are treated as income and 
expenditure in the respective departments. 

3. PRESENTATION CURRENCY 

TheseAnnual Financial Statements are presented in South African Rand. 

4. GOING CONCERN ASSUMPTION 

These annual financial statements have been prepared on a going concern basis. 

5. RESERVES 

5.1 Capitalisation Reserve 

On the implementation of GAMAP/GRAP, the balance on certain funds, created in terms of the various 
Provincial Ordinances applicable at the time, that had historically been utilised for the acquisition of items of 
property, plant and equipment have been transferred to a Capitalisations Reserve instead of the accumulated 
surplus/(deficit) in terms of a directive (budget circular) issued by National Treasury. The purpose of this 
Reserve is to promote consumer equity by ensuring that the future depreciation expenses that will be incurred 
over the useful lives of these items of property, plant and equipment are offset by transfers from this reserve 
to the accumulated surplus/(deficit). The balance on the Capitalisation Reserve equals the carrying value of 
the items property, plant and equipment financed from the former legislated funds. When items of property, 
plant and equipment are depreciated, a transfer is made from the Capitalisation Reserve to the accumulated 
surplus/(deficit). When an item of property, plant and equipment is disposed, the balance in the Capitalisation 
Reserve relating to such item is transferred to the accumulated surplus/(deficit). 

5.2 Government Grant Reserve 

When items of property, plant and equipment are financed from government grants, a transfer is made from the 
accumulated surplus/(deficit) to the Government Grants Reserve equal to the Government Grant recorded as 
revenue in the Statement of Financial Performance in accordance with a directive (budget circular) issued by 
National Treasury. When such items of property, plant and equipment are depreciated, a transfer is made from 
the Government Grant Reserve to the accumulated surplus/ (deficit). The purpose of this policy is to promote 
community equity by ensuring that the future depreciation expenses that will be incurred over the useful lives of 
government grant funded items of property, plant and equipment are offset by transfers from this reserve to the 
accumulated surplus/(deficit) When an item of property, plant and equipment financed from the government 
grants is disposed, the balance in the Government Grant Reserve relating to such item is transferred to the 
accumulated surplus/(deficit). 

5.3 Donations and Public Contributions Reserve 

When items of property, plant and equipment are financed from public contributions and donations, a transfer 
is made from the accumulated surplus/(deficit) to the Donations and Public Contributions Reserve equal to 
the donations and public contributions recorded as revenue in the Statement of Financial Performance in 
accordance with a directive (budget circular) issued by National Treasury. When such items of property, plant 
and equipment are depreciated, a transfer is made from the donations and Public Contributions Reserve to 
the accumulated surplus/(deficit). The purpose of this policy is to promote community equity and facilitate 
budgetary control by ensuring that sufficient funds are set aside to offset the future depreciation charges 
that will be incurred over the estimated useful life of the item of property, plant and equipment financed from 
donations and public contributions. When an item of property, plant and equipment financed from government 
grants is disposed, the balance in the Donations and Public Contributions Reserve relating to such item is 
transferred to the accumulated surplus/(deficit). 










6. PROPERTY, PLANTAND EQUIPMENT 

6.1 Fixed Assets are stated: at valuation (based on the market value price at date of acquisition), where 
assets have been acquired by grant or donation. While they are in existence and fit for use, except in 
the case of bulk assets which are written off at the end of their estimated life as determined by the Chief 
Financial Officer. 

6.2 Property, Plant and Equipment 

Property, plant and equipment, is stated at cost, less accumulated depreciation, except land and buildings, 
which are revalued as indicated assets, defined as culturally significant resources, are not depreciated owing 
to the uncertainty regarding their estimated useful lives. Similarly, land is not depreciated as it is deemed to 
have an indefinite life. Depreciation is calculated on cost, using the straight-line method over the estimated 
useful lives of the assets. The annual depreciation rates are based on the following estimated asset lives:-

Where the carrying amount of an item of property, plant and equipment is greater than the estimated 
recoverable amount, it is written down immediately to its recoverable amount and an impairment loss is charged 
to the Statement of Financial Performance. 

6.3 Capital assets are financed from different sources, including external loans, operating income, 
accumulated surplus. These loans and advances are repaid within the estimated lives of the assets acquired 
from such loans or advances. 

6.4 Capital assets sold or disposed of, the net proceedings will be used to finance furthercapital assets. 

6.5 The Municipality has taken advantage of the transitional period set out in GAMAP 17 and exemption has 
been permitted by the Minister of Finance, in terms of notice 552 of 2007, and confirmed by National Treasury 
on 1 9 November 2007. The Municipality has taken advantage of the provision in that the addition to Community 
Buildings which were not completed at year end amount to R1 498 160.24. 

7. ACCUMULATED SURPLUS 

Provision can be made from the accumulated surplus for future capital projects included in the integrated 
development plan, infrastructure and other items of property plant and equipment. 

8. RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

Melmoth and its employees contribute to R.S.A. Municipal Pension Fund and Councillors contribute to the 
Municipal Councillors Pension Fund which provides retirement benefits to such employees and Councillors. 

The retirement benefit plan is subject to the Pensions Funds Act, 1956, with pensions being calculated on the 
final pension remuneration paid. Current contributions are charged against operating income on the basis of 
Full actuarial valuations are performed at least every three months. 

9. SURPLUSESAND DEFICITS 

Any surpluses or deficits arising from the operation of the Electricity are retained in that service for its own 
use. 
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10. INVESTMENTS 

Financial instruments, which include listed government bonds, unlisted municipal bonds, fixed 
deposits and short-term deposit invested in registered commercial banks, are stated at cost.. When 
investments have been impaired, the carrying value is adjusted by the impairment loss, which is recognised as 
an expense in the period that the impairment is identified. 

On disposal of an investment, the difference between the net disposal proceeds and the carrying amount is 
charged or credited to the statement of Financial Performance. 

11. REVENUE RECOGNITION 

11.1 Revenue from rates is recognized when the legal entitlement to this revenue arises. Collection charges 
are recognized when such amounts are legally enforceable. Interest on unpaid rates is recognized on a time 
proportion basis. 

Service charges relating to electricity are based on consumption. Meters are read on a monthly basis and are 
recognized as revenue when invoiced. Provisional estimates of consumption are made monthly when meter 
readings have not been performed. The provisional estimates of consumption are recognized as revenue 
when invoiced. Adjustments to provisional estimates of consumption are made in the invoicing period in which 
meters have been read. These adjustments are recognized as revenue in the invoicing period. Revenue from 
the sale of electricity prepaid meter cards are recognized at the point of sale and not when prepaid electricity is 
consumed. Revenue from the sale of goods is recognized when the risk is passed to the consumer. Revenue 
arising from the application of the approved tariff of charges is generally recognized when the relevant service 
is rendered. Interest and rentals are recognized on a time proportion basis. Revenue from spot fines is rec- 
ognized when payment is received, and the revenue from the issuing of summonses is only recognized when 
collected. Government grants are recognized as revenue when all conditions associated with the grant have 
been met. Where grants have been received but the Municipality has not met the condition, a liability is raised. 
Amounts received from government and donors for the purpose of acquiring items of property, plant and 
equipment are also recognized as revenue. 

11 .2.1 Pensioners who own and occupy rateable property whose joint gross monthly income does 
not exceed the amounts set out hereunder shall qualify for the rebates reflected:

12. PROVISIONS 

Provisions are recognised when the Municipality has a present or constructive obligation as a result of past 
events, it is probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits will be required to settle the 
obligation and a reliable estimate of the provision can be made. Provisions are reviewed at reporting sheetdate 
and adjusted to reflect the current best estimate. 

13. INVENTORIES 

Consumable stores, raw materials, work-in-progress and finished goods are valued at the lower of cost and net 
realizable value. In general, the basis of determining cost is the first-in, first-out method. 
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Unsold properties are valued at the lower of cost and net realizable value on a weighted average cost basis. 
Direct costs are accumulated for each separately identifiable development Costs also include a proportion of 
overhead costs. 

Redundant and slow-moving inventories are identified and written down and regard to their estimated 
economic or realizable values. Consumables are written down with regard to their age, condition and utility. 

14. CASH AND CASH EQUIVALENTS 

Cash includes cash on hand and cash with banks. Cash equivalents are short-term highly liquid investments 
that are held with registered banking institutions with maturities of three months or less and are subject to an 
insignificant risk of change in value. 

For the purposes of the cash flow statement, cash and cash equivalents compromise cash on hand, deposits 
held on call with banks and investments in financial instruments, net of bank overdrafts. 

15. ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

Accounts receivable are carried at anticipated realisable value. An estimate is made for doubtful receiv- 
ables based on debtors outstanding for more than 90 days for electricity and refuse debtors. Bad debts are 
written off during the year in which they are identified. Amounts that are receivable within 12 months from the 
reporting date are classified as current. 

16. TRADE CREDITORS 

Trade creditors are stated at their nominal value. 

17. CONDITIONALGRANTSAND RECEIPTS 

Revenue received from conditional grants, donations and funding are recognised as revenue to the extent that 
the Municipality has complied with any of the criteria, conditions or obligations embodied in the agreement. To 
the extent that the criteria, conditions or obligations have not been met a liability is recognised. 

18. UNAUTHORISED EXPENDITURE 

Unauthorised expenditure is expenditure that has not been budgeted, expenditure that is not in terms of 
the conditions of an allocation received from another sphere of government, Municipality or organ of state 
and expenditure in the form of a grant that is not permitted in terms of the Municipal Flnance Management Act 
(Act No. 56 of 2003). Unauthorlsed expendlture is accounted for as an expense in the Statements of Financial 
Performance and where recovered, It is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the Statement of Financial 
Performance. 

19. IRREGULAR EXPENDITURE 

Irregular expenditure is expenditure that is contrary to the Municipal Flnance Management Act (Act No. 56 
of 2003), the Munlcipal Systems Act (Act No. 32 of 2000), the Publlc Office Bearers Act (Act No. 20 of 1 998) 
or is in contravention of the Municipality’s supply chain management policy.
